greatly as any country of Europe, not 
including Belgium or Seibia. A m,l- 
lion and a half of her sons have been 
enrolled as belligerents, 900,000 in the 
Russian armies and 600,000 in the 
German and Austrian armies. 


But Poland's position in present 


Weltpolitik is that of desperate neu- 
trality. Both Germany and .Russia 
have 
promised her much. Poland 


wants to ca&h one of those promises. 
Of the two, Russia offers the more — a 
complete independence. But there is 
this drawback, Dr. Litwinski explain- 
ed. Russia is promising independence 
to territory occupied by German 
troops. 


And there is more or less of a string 


attached to Germany's proposal, which 
is a completely reunited Poland with 
its own local government, under the 
wing of the German Empire, some- 
what like Bavaria. The string is the 
unrelenting emphasis on the sugges- 
tion that Poland raise an army of hot- 
own against Russia. 


'A reunited 
Poland 
would be a 


great betterment 
of our before-thc- 


war hituation," .said Dr. Litwinski, 
'but what we wont of course, is both 
a reunited and an independent coun- 
try. 
We have been immensely en- 


couraged by the proclamation of the 
new Russian government, though pre- 
vious Russian assurances, naturally, 
did not impress us very much."
